EXECUTIVE FORCE REVIEW COMMITTEE FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
NON-HIT SHOOTING, MAY 18, 2003, INVESTIGATION #2107332 (aka #2088373) 


The purpose of this memo is to notify you of the review committee's findings and 
recommendations concerning the use of force incident which occurred on May 18, 
2003. 


The Committee met on March 11, 2004, and consisted of myself and Commanders 
Kenneth Brazile (Commander of the Department) and Michael Savidan (Leadership & 
Training Division). The Committee deemed: 


. as Founded the allegation that Deputy Joseph Garrido E W ated the 
Departments Manual of Policy and Procedure section(s) 3-01/040.97, 
Safeguarding Persons in Custody, and 


. as Founded the allegation that Deputy Joseph Garrido Й violated the 
Department's Manual of Policy and Procedure section(s) 3-01/050.10, 
Performance to Standards, and 


. as Founded the allegation that Deputy Christopher Lio № ated the 
Departments Manual of Policy and Procedure section(s) 3-01/040.97, 
Safeguarding Persons in Custody, and 


° as Founded the allegation that Deputy Christopher EJ Vio ated the 
Departments Manual of Policy and Procedure section(s) 3-01/050.10, 
Performance to Standards. 


The Committee recommended that Deputy Garrido be suspended for a period of five 
(5) days without pay from the position as Deputy. The Committee recommended that 
Deputy Lio be suspended for a period of five (5) days without pay from the position as 
Deputy. Additionally, the Committee determined that the use of force by Deputy 
Garrido was within Department policy.

Case Synopsis: 


This case pertains to allegations that Deputies Joseph Garrido and Christopher Lio violated Policy 
Sections 3-01/050. 10 Performance to Standards and 3-01/040.97 Safeguarding Persons in Custody. 


On May 18, 2003, Deputies Garrido and Lio, Lennox Station, were conducting a pedestrian stop on 
a possible 187 suspect. Deputy Garrido handcuffed the detainee and started a pat down search. 
Both deputies heard shots being fired nearby. Deputy Garrido turned over the handcuffed suspect 
to Deputy Lio and focused on the area that the gun shots were coming from. Deputy Garrido saw 
a male, Black, running in his direction carrying a gun and pointing it toward him. Deputy Garrido 
fired three rounds at the armed suspect. The suspect was not hit and immediately turned and fled 
{һе area. The suspect was subsequently never found. Additionally, the initial detainee on the 
pedestrian stop fled the scene after Deputy Lio also turned his attention on the nearby gun shots. 


The facts of the non-hit shooting were presented to the Executive Force Review Committee on 
January 8, 2004. As a result of that presentation, the Executive Force Review Committee deemed 
the shooting within Departmental standards, however, the Committee requested an Internal Affairs 
Bureau investigation with Deputies Garrido and Lio named as Subjects with the alleged policy 
violations of Performance to Standards and Safeguarding Persons in Custody. The Committee's 
main concerns were communications, tactics and allowing a handcuffed possible 187 suspect to flee 
from their custody. Refer to Exhibit A-IAB File SH 2088373 for the facts surrounding the non- 
hit shooting. 
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Deputy Christopher Lio was interviewed аз a Subject in this case on February 5, 2004, at the 
Internal Affairs Bureau by Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. Also present during the 
interview was Mitch Kander from Green and Shinee. Prior to his interview, copies of all previous 
reports and a transcription of his prior interview were provided to Deputy Lio in accordance with the 
Peace Officer's Bill of Rights. Subject Lio said that he had reviewed the reports and interview 
transcription prior to this interview. The interview focused specifically on Safeguarding Persons in 
Custody and Performance to Standards as related to communications and tactics. The interview was 
tape recorded and transcribed. The transcription of Deputy Lio's interview is included in this case 
file under Subjects’ Transcribed Interviews section. Additionally, the interview is summarized 
as follows: 


Regarding the possible policy violation of Safeguarding Persons in Custody: 


During the original detention of the detainee, who both Deputies Lio and Garrido thought was a 
possible 187 suspect by the street name са И Deputy Lio related that as the detainee was 
being handcuffed by Deputy Garrido, Lio felt that the detainee was not т ш because MEM 
has a broader nose and darker complexion than the detainee. 


IAB Note: A few seconds later in the interview, Deputy Lio said that as the detainee 
was walking toward the patrol car, and prior to Garrido handcuffing him, Lio knew 
that the detainee was not "END However, he did not communicate this to 
Garrido. He explained that he was letting Garrido form his own opinion about the 
detainee. 


According to Deputy Lio, Deputy Garrido did not communicate to Lio that he felt the detainee was 
not MEN Almost simultaneously, as the handcuffs were placed on the detainee, Deputy Lio 
heard several gun shots. Deputy Garrido had control of the detainee and physically passed him to 
Deputy Lio. Deputy Garrido did not communicate to Lio what was to be done with the handcuffed 
detainee. Deputy Lio did not ask Garrido what was to be done with the handcuffed detainee. Deputy 
Lio related at this point, there was not enough time for Garrido to advise him what to do with the 
detainee. As Deputy Lio now had the control of the detainee, he made the decision to push the 
detainee out of the way and focus on Deputy Garrido because Garrido started running. When 
specifically asked what options he considered with the suspect, Deputy Lio stated, “I didn’t have 
time to put him in the back seat of my car. I didn’t... if I put him in the back seat of my car, and I 
drove him into the kill zone, then he would be in danger. And if he’s not even the right guy, then 
his life would be in danger also. So, putting him in the back seat of the car was not an option for me. 
And I pushed him aside. And he wasn’t the guy. He absolutely wasn’t the guy that we were looking 
for. And my immediate concern then focused on Joe’s safety.” Deputy Lio added that he did not 
have time to remove the handcuffs from the detainee. Deputy Lio did not recall any conversation 
he might of had with the detainee telling him to stay or leave the area. Deputy Lio vaguely recalled 
telling the suspect to “get out of the way.” 
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Deputy Lio said that the decision to let the suspect leave was solely his decision, not Deputy 
Garrido's. 


Regarding the possible policy violation of Performance to Standards as related to 
communications and tactics: 


IAB Note: During this portion of the interview, Deputy Lio referred to a copy of his 
original sketch ofthe incident. He added in "red" the direction of Deputy Garrido's 
path as he recalled it. Refer to Exhibit B 


According to Deputy Lio, upon hearing the gun shots, Deputy Garrido immediately started running 
eastbound on 105" Street. Lio was asked if he put out a broadcast of the shots fired and he said, “No. 
Ithink that Joe was on the radio." 


IAB Note: Lio later corrected himself by saying that Garrido was "investigating" and 
not on the radio. Deputy Lio added that he did not put out a broadcast because he 
“wasn’t even sure what kind of shots they were. It just sounded weird, the shots." 
When asked a second time why he did not put out a broadcast regarding the gun 
shots, Lio said, *Cause I, I didn't have time, and Joe was going, seeing where the 
shots were coming from. And I knew he would put out something." 


Deputy Lio related that when Deputy Garrido first started running eastbound on 105" Street, Garrido 
said something to Lio, but Lio could not remember what was said. Deputy Lio did recall telling 
Garrido to get into the car. According to Lio, there was no discussion regarding cover and Lio did 
not consider using the back of his patrol car for cover. Deputy Lio felt it was important to follow 
Garrido who was on foot in front of the patrol car. Deputy Lio then followed in the patrol car. 
Deputy Lio said that there was no communication from Garrido regarding an armed suspect. 


IAB Note: During Deputy Garrido's interview, he related that he did not run 
eastbound on the street as indicated by Deputy Lio. According to Garrido, he ran in 
a south east direction taking cover behind the cars parked on the south curb line of 
105" Street. 


Deputy Lio said he heard an additional three gun shots while he was in the patrol car, eastbound on 
105* Street, behind Deputy Garrido. At the time he heard these additional gun shots, Garrido was 
standing in an area in front of | | 05" Street. Lio further related that he did not know that Deputy 
Garrido had fired his gun. 


IAB Note: According to Deputy Garrido's first interview and scene investigation, it 
was determined that Garrido fired these three rounds within a few seconds after the 
first gun shots and in an area just south east of the patrol car before Deputy Lio 
entered the patrol car and started driving. 
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Deputy Lio said that he did not put out a broadcast when he heard these additional gun shots because, 
* At that time, Joe was already on the air." 


IAB Note: According to Deputy Garrido, he did not immediately broadcast the 998 
until several seconds after he fired at the suspect and after he moved into a position 
of cover across from 105 Street. According to Deputy Lio during his 
interview, he heard Deputy Garrido broadcast the 998 when he (Garrido) was 
standing on the north side of 105% Street in front of the apartments at Й 05" 
Street. 


When specifically asked if there was any communication between him and Garrido while in the area 
of B^ Street, Deputy Lio said that Garrido had told him that a male, Black, had just run down 
the driveway of the same address. 


IAB Note: According to Deputy Garrido, he did not recall specifically telling Lio 
that he saw a male, Black, running down the driveway at 105" Street. 


Deputy Lio said he did see a male, Black, running down the driveway, limping. Deputy Lio was 
crossing the mouth of the driveway when he saw this male, Black. Deputy Lio, later in the 
interview, acknowledged that going across the mouth of the driveway put him in a vulnerable 
position. When specifically asked if he considered going back to his radio car for cover, Deputy Lio 
said, “No. I just got out to go out with my partner." When asked why he wouldn't consider using 
the radio car for cover, Lio answered, “It’s cumbersome. Garrido was in front of me." 


IAB Note: According to Deputy Garrido, Garrido was on the south side ofthe street 
at this point and not in front of Deputy Lio. Also note the fact that although Deputy 
Lio said he got out of the patrol car to go with his partner, he did not go with his 
partner. Deputy Lio said he went across the mouth of the driveway instead, and 
ended up on the corner of Normandie and 105" Street. 


Deputy Lio was specifically asked, “Between... from the time you hear the shots, and the time you 
getto this point here [front m | 105% Street], other than Joe telling you that there's a guy running 
down the driveway, was there ever any other communication between the two of you?” Deputy Lio 
answered, “No.” 


IAB Note: During the end of Deputy Lio’s interview, we discussed off the record, 
the discrepancies between his recollection of the direction of Garrido’s path and 
Deputy Garrido’s recollection of the direction of his own path. i.e. Garrido recalled 
running in a south east direction and taking cover behind parked cars on the south 
side of 105" Street and Lio recalled that Garrido ran eastbound on 105" Street, 
basically on the north side of the street. Also discussed was the discrepancy of 
Garrido’s position when he fired. Back on the record, Deputy Lio was asked how 
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he would respond to these discrepancies and Deputy Lio said, “That Garrido was fast. 
And the moment that I had the suspect, I was, I wasn't... I didn't have visual of 
Garrido at that time. So, it might have been that, during that point, when he went 
across the street." Regarding the location Garrido was standing when he heard the 
three additional shots, Deputy Lio said that he remembers that Garrido was standing 
in the area in front of Wl 05" Street. 


At the conclusion of Deputy Lio’s interview he was asked, if given the same set of circumstances, 
would he do the same thing in the future regarding a handcuffed detainee as he did during this 
incident and he related that he would not change what he would do. Deputy Lio was also asked a 
similar question regarding tactics and communication and if he would change his actions in a similar 
set of circumstances and he related that he would raise his level of communications saying, “I’d 
always improve my tactics and communications.” 


When asked if he had anything to add, Deputy Lio stated, “It’s just that I’ve never been in this kind 
of situation before, and I used the best tactics that I could at, at the time that I had.” 


Deputy Joseph Garrido was interviewed as a Subject in this case on February 11, 2004, at the 
Internal Affairs Bureau by Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. Also present during the 
interview was Mitch Kander from Green and Shinee. Prior to his interview, copies of all previous 
reports and a transcription of his prior interview were provided to him in accordance with the Peace 
Officer’s Bill of Rights. Subject Garrido said that he had reviewed the reports and interview 
transcription prior to this interview. The interview focused specifically on Safeguarding Persons in 
Custody and Performance to Standards as related to communications and tactics. The interview was 
tape recorded and transcribed. The transcription of Deputy Garrido’s interview is included in this 
case file under Subjects’ Transcribed Interviews section. Additionally, the interview is 
summarized as follows: 


Regarding the possible policy violation of Safeguarding Persons in Custody: 


During the original detention, both Deputies Lio and Garrido thought the detainee was a possible 187 
suspect by the street name of “EP Deputy Garrido related that he made the decision to handcuff 
the detainee. This decision was based on the fact that the detainee had on a bulky jacket and 


ШЕШ is known to carry a gun. 


After the detainee was handcuffed and before he heard the gun shots, Deputy Garrido had determined 
that the detainee was not | More specifically, it was while Deputy Garrido was conducting 
a pat down search of the detainee and Garrido got a closer look at the detainee’s nose. н has 
a much broader nose according to Garrido. Deputy Garrido did not verbally advise Lio that the 
detainee was not “В however, while engaged in conversation with the detainee, the detainee 
denied that he was г d In response to not specifically telling his partner that the detainee was 
not MEN, Deputy Garrido said, “But we had been partners for about six months and without 
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talking to each other I knew that he knew it wasn't the person.” Garrido added that һе was “one 
hundred percent" sure that Deputy Lio knew that the detainee was not i 


When specifically asked what he did with the handcuffed detainee once he heard the gun shots, 
Garrido said, “I don't recall if I pushed him. In thinking back now I even think that the detainee, he 
leaned to begin running himself. He either leaned or I pushed, but he heard the shots and I believe 
that he felt it as a threat and he wanted to get out of the area also.” Deputy Garrido went on to say 
that upon hearing the gun shots, he thought that possibly some friends or “home boys” of the 
detainee were shooting at them in an effort to effect his escape, or simply they were being shot at by 
gang members. Garrido said he further felt that another possibility was that the detainee was 
possibly in danger by rival gang members. 


Deputy Garrido was asked if there was any conversation between him and Lio as what to do with the 
detainee and Garrido said, “No. There was no time to. I’ve never been in a situation of that type. I 
heard the rounds, they were, they sounded very close to me, I thought I was going to be a victim of 
a shooting, I thought the gun shots were towards us and I wanted to do what I could to safeguard 
myself and my partner, at the same time, the detainee.” Deputy Garrido acknowledged the fact that 
if the goal of the shooter was to get the detainee “cut loose,” the shooter accomplished his goal. 


Regarding other options with the handcuffed detainee, Deputy Garrido said that there was no time 
to un-handcuff the detainee and if he would have placed him in the back seat of the radio car, it 
would have put the detainee in additional danger. 


Regarding the possible policy violation of Performance to Standards as related to 
communications and tactics: 


IAB Note: During this portion of the interview, Deputy Garrido referred to a diagram 
that he had sketched of the scene location and his path during the incident. Refer 
to Exhibit C 


According to Deputy Garrido, upon hearing the gun shots, he immediately started running for cover 
in a south east direction toward some parked cars along the south curb line of 105^ Street. As 
Garrido was running he saw the suspect running toward him with a gun in his right hand, pointed 
toward him. Garrido fired three rounds at the suspect. After firing at the suspect, Garrido 
maintained cover behind the parked cars along the south curb line as he continued eastbound toward 
the last seen location of the suspect, down the driveway of 105" Street. 


Regarding Lio’s path, Garrido could only recall that Lio drove the patrol car eastbound on 105" 
Street. At some point, Lio got out of the patrol car and ended up on the corner of Normandie and 
105", Deputy Garrido could not recall any of Deputy Lio’s path after Deputy Lio exited the patrol 
car. Deputy Garrido said that he thought Lio ran behind him at some point, but again, he was not 
sure. Deputy Garrido added, “I know for a fact that Chris did not cross the front of] їп front of 
me. 
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IAB Note: Lio related during both of his interviews that he did cross the mouth of 
the driveway at | K Street, which would have been in front of Garrido's 
position. 


Regarding communication with Deputy Lio about the last known direction of the suspect, Deputy 
Garrido said that he could not remember telling Lio that the armed suspect had ran down the 
driveway at ШШ Street. Garrido said he might have either said something or just pointed 
down the driveway to indicate that was where the suspect ran, however, Deputy Garrido was not 
sure. 


Deputy Garrido related that he did not put out a broadcast after hearing the original four to seven 
gun shots because he felt that he did not have time. He was more concerned with his safety. Deputy 
Garrido acknowledged that there was no communication between him and Lio regarding cover, 
location of cover, location ofthe suspect or where the gun shots were coming from. Garrido also did 
not advise Lio about the armed suspect running in their direction. He again explained that there was 
no time for the communication. 


When asked why he did not immediately broadcast his 998, Deputy Garrido said that he wanted to 
get into a position of cover and feel safe before he put out a broadcast. Asto why he didn't stay with 
his partner, Deputy Garrido said, *Because I wanted to get a tactical position of where the suspect 
was." He also explained that a van was partially blocking his view of two or three other gang 
members to the north of him, who were also possibly shooting at him. 


IAB Note: This van is depicted in the Shooting Case book in Exhibit C & D. 


Regarding the possibility of using the patrol car for cover, Deputy Garrido explained that he was 
already near the front of the patrol car and felt that he should quickly move to the south side of the 
street for cover behind the cars parked near the south curb. Regarding shooting at the suspect, prior 
to reaching cover, Garrido explained, “Because the suspect, while he was running, he had already 
been pointing the gun. He was pointing the gun towards me. 1 thought he was going to shoot... At 
me or Chris and that's why I engaged him prior to him getting off any more rounds." 


When asked if he had ever been trained to split from his partner in these type of circumstances, 
Deputy Garrido said, “The Department has trained us that if shots are being fired towards us and 
you're standing in a group or the best way, is to disburse so that you have multiple targets and so 
that the aggressor has multiple targets." He also said that the shots could have been coming from 
more than one area. 


As for why he did not get back into the patrol car when Lio yelled for him to get in the car, Garrido 
said he didn't want to leave his position of cover and go back in the street again. 
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Regarding his radio traffic, Garrido explained that by the time he put out the various information 
on the radio, the shooting incident had obviously ended and he was reassessing the situation. The 
subsequent radio traffic was a result of this reassessment. Refer to Exhibit D-Transcription of 
radio traffic 


At the conclusion of Deputy Garrido's interview he was asked, if given the same set of 
circumstances, would he do the same thing in the future regarding a handcuffed detainee as he did 
during this incident and he related that he would not change what he would do. Deputy Garrido was 
also asked a similar question regarding tactics and communication and ifhe would change his actions 
in a similar set of circumstances and he said, “In that situation there's no time to do anything 
differently. I don't think there would have been time to do anything differently." 


At the conclusion of the interview, Deputy Garrido took a short break with his attorney, Mitch 
Kander. After the break, Deputy Garrido made the following statement, “As far as the incident itself, 
it was a learning process and I wanted to say that if an incident of this type occurred again, that I 
would try my best to communicate more with my partner as far as to identify, tell him where the 
actual threat was or whatever information I could give him, and I feel that just the fact that it was 
an emergent situation, I didn't know, my mind probably was processing so much that I didn't know 
what to say at that time." Deputy Garrido then agreed that there is always room for improvement 
in these incidents.

WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Garrido fired three rounds from his duty weapon: Beretta 9mm Luger Caliber, Model 
92FS, double action semiautomatic pistol, Serial Number BER013502Z 


On the date of the shooting, in the presence of Deputy Garrido, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators 
Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon, took possession of Deputy Garrido's duty weapon and 
cleared it of all ammunition. There was one round in the chamber and twelve rounds in the 
magazine. He said he normally carries his weapon with one round in the chamber and fifteen in the 
magazine. The weapon was transported to the Crime Lab by Sergeant Morejon. Deputy Garrido’s 
two additional magazines were fully loaded with fifteen rounds each. 


The weapon was examined, test fired, and found to be functional by Firearms Examiner James 
Carroll. Refer to Exhibit F-Firearms Examiner Report

DEPUTY JOSEPH GARRIDO 


Deputy Garrido was interviewed at the scene of the shooting-on May 19, 2003, at 0011 hours by 
Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. He did not chose to have an attorney present during 
the interview. Additionally, the interview was audio and video taped. Refer to Exhibit G- Video 
tape of walk through of incident 


The interview was summarized as follows: 


Deputy Garrido told Internal Affairs Bureau investigators that at the time of the incident, he was 
assigned to Lennox Station. He was working with his partner, Deputy Christopher Lio, in Unit 31E. 
They started their shift at Г Deputy Garrido was the driver and Deputy Lio was the 
bookman. 


Deputy Garrido and his partner were traveling eastbound on the 1400 block of a 105^ Street which 
is a known hangout for UG (Underground Crip) gang members. At [3wserta al they saw ten 
to twelve gang members “hanging out.” Deputy Garrido continued eastbound about thirty to forty 
feet and looked in his rear view mirror and saw a male Black, who matched the description of a 
recent 187 suspect, and goes by the name of MW, walk out of the gate at Pre a] 
Deputy Garrido backed the patrol car several feet and asked the male to step to the hood of the car. 
Unsure if the male was in fact Ml Deputy Garrido immediately handcuffed the possible 
suspect pending further investigation. As Deputy Garrido was conducting a pat down search of the 
possible suspect, he heard four to seven gunshots which sounded extremely close by just to his east. 
Deputy Garrido passed the handcuffed possible suspect over to Deputy Lio and immediately started 
running in a southeast direction on 105" Street. Deputy Garrido said he believed that either the 
group of ten to twelve UG gang members or two other unknown males who were standing nearby 
їп а driveway were shooting at him and his partner. Deputy Garrido immediately began looking for 
cover and see where the shots were coming from. Deputy Garrido said he saw, “everybody 
running... there’s people scattering all over the place.” Deputy Garrido believed at this point, his 
partner was still at the patrol car. 


Deputy Garrido continued in a southeast direction in order to contain the shooter, determine where 
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the shooter was shooting from and to split from his partner “just in case he's shooting at us to 
separate myself from endangering both of us." At this point, Deputy Garrido had not identified who 
the shooter was, nor where the shooter was firing from. As Deputy Garrido continued running, he 
saw “a male Black wearing a white t-shirt and dark pants holding а gun... running with a gun." This 
male Black was running westbound on the north sidewalk at 105" Street. Deputy Garrido 
continued to explain that this male Black was right at the west end ofthe garage near a wrought iron 
fence at № 105" Street. Deputy Garrido said, "He's got the gun. I identify him. The rounds just 
went off, so I fire three rounds in his direction, fearing for my life, fearing that he was either 
shooting at me or my partner." After Deputy Garrido fired three rounds, the shooter quickly turned 
and ran northbound behind a wrought iron fence and into the driveway at Ill 05" Street. 


IAB Note: It was later determined through follow-up questions and the location of 
Deputy Garrido's shell casings (Exhibit C), that the distance between Deputy 
Garrido and the shooter was approximately 170 feet (or about 56 yards) when 
Deputy Garrido fired. Refer to Exhibit D-Scene Diagram 


After firing at the shooter, Deputy Garrido continued running eastbound on the south sidewalk of 
105^ Street. He took cover behind some parked cars just across from the apartments at EH 
Street, the last known location of the shooter. At this point, Deputy Garrido continued to maintain 
his cover behind the cars and watched for the suspect. Deputy Lio was still at the patrol car during 
this time and yelled for Deputy Garrido to get in the patrol car. Deputy Lio drove the patrol car east 
on 105^ Street, toward Deputy Garrido. Deputy Garrido maintained his cover position. Deputy 
Garrido said that he put out a broadcast that he had been involved in a shooting and requested 
assistance. Refer to Exhibit H-Audio tape of radio traffic 


As Deputy Garrido maintained his cover position, Deputy Lio ran past Deputy Garrido on the 
sidewalk and took cover behind some other cars. At this point, Deputy Garrido saw a heavyset, 
male Black, wearing a white t-shirt and dark pants, walk out on the apartment balcony at 105" 
Street. The male Black told Deputy Garrido that he had just been shot. Deputy Garrido ordered the 
person to walk down to the driveway. He then proned the person down on the driveway. 


IAB Note: This person was later identified as ИИ AA ш 
ШШ Deputy Garrido could not identify а $ the shooter in this incident. 
HER 2s booked, however, ina possible related incident for 12021(A)P.C. and 
246.3 P.C. The shooter in this incident was not found. 


During follow-up questions with Deputy Garrido, he explained that when he saw the shooter running 
and holding a gun in his right hand and he had just heard several rounds fired, Deputy Garrido firmly 
believed that the shooter was firing at him and his partner in an attempt to distract them and allow 
the possible 187 suspect they had detained an opportunity to escape. He was not sure if he was 
running while he fired his gun. When he fired at the shooter, he believed that his partner was behind 
him in the patrol car.

Deputy Lio was interviewed on May 19, 2003, at 0203 hours, at Lennox Station by Internal A ffairs 
Bureau Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. Prior to being interviewed, Deputy Lio read 
and signed the Admonition for Sworn Witnesses. He stated that he understood the form. 


Deputy Lio told Internal Affairs Bureau investigators thatat the time ofthe incident, he was working 
with his partner, Deputy Joseph Garrido, in Unit 31E. They started their shift at 1400 hours. 
Deputy Garrido was the driver and Deputy Lio was the bookman. 


IAB Note: Prior to the interview, Deputy Lio sketched a diagram of the scene that 
he referred to during his interview. Refer to Exhibit J-Diagram sketched by 
Deputy Lio 


Deputy Lio said he and his partner were driving eastbound on 105" Street and as they drove past 
Башыны they looked down the driveway and saw some “ОС gangsters hanging out." They 
also saw a male Black who matched the description of a possible murder suspect. Deputy Garrido 
backed up and they contacted the possible suspect. Deputy Garrido handcuffed the possible suspect 
and talked to the possible suspect on the driver's side of the patrol car. They determined that the 
person they were talking to was not the murder suspect. Deputy Lio said that they were about to 
release the person when he heard approximately five gunshots coming from the east of their 
location. Deputy Lio said that he did not see who fired the gunshots. Deputy Garrido immediately 
pushed the possible suspect toward Deputy Lio. Deputy Lio then “pushed him to the side." Atthis 
point Deputy Lio was focused on Deputy Garrido and let the possible suspect go. Deputy Lio said 
he did not see where the possible suspect went. The possible suspect was also still handcuffed. 


Deputy Lio got in the patrol car and drove eastbound оп 105" Street. Deputy Garrido was in front 
of Deputy Lio and still on foot, also headed eastbound in the middle of the street. At this point, 
while he was inside the patrol car, Deputy Lio heard three more gunshots, however, he did not know 
who fired these three rounds. Deputy Lio said that there was not any communication between him 
and Deputy Garrido at this point. 
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IAB Note: Deputy Lio said he found out a short time later while taking cover with 
Deputy Garrido that Deputy Garrido fired the last three rounds. Deputy Garrido told 
Deputy Lio that he fired because he thought they were being fired at. Deputy Lio 
added that he also thought they were being fired upon. 


Deputy Lio saw that Deputy Garrido had his weapon drawn and was focused on an apartment 
building at и 05" Street. Deputy Lio drove a short distance and stopped just west of | | 05^ 
Street. Refer to Exhibit J-Diagram by Deputy Lio and Exhibit K-Photographs of the position 
of the radio car 


Indicating on his diagram, Deputy Lio said he got out of the patrol car and focused on the apartment 
building m 05" Street. Deputy Lio saw another car going in reverse eastbound on 105" Street 
and cross Normandie Avenue. The car did not have a driver. He also noticed one of its doors were 
open but he could not recall which one. He walked toward the apartment building. Deputy Garrido 
was on the south side of the street across from the apartment building taking cover behind a parked 
car. Deputy Lio said that he saw a male Black in a white t-shirt, reaching for his waistband, run 
down the driveway of [fi 04^ Street. Deputy Lio said that he saw that the suspect was limping 
while he was running, Deputy Lio ran past the mouth of the driveway to maintain a visual on the 
male Black, however, he lost sight of the suspect. 


IAB Note: Deputy Lio was asked if he felt it was safe to run across the mouth of the 
driveway where the suspect had just run. Deputy Lio said that he felt safe because 
he had his weapon drawn at the time he ran across the mouth of the driveway. 


At this point, assisting units arrived and set up a containment of the area and Deputy Lio took cover 
with Deputy Garrido. As soon as Deputy Lio reached Deputy Garrido's position of cover, he looked 
back toward the apartment building and saw a male Black on the ground in front of the building. 


Deputy Lio said he did not know if this was the same male Black he earlier saw run down the 
driveway. 


The male Black (Later identified а Mmmm was treated by paramedics and taken to the 
hospital. 


Deputy Lio related near the end of the interview that the sound of the gunshots was “surreal” to him.

MISCELLANEOUS 


Although it appeared in this case that Suspect [iE was the possible shooter in this case, neither 
Deputy Garrido nor Deputy Lio could identify him as the shooter. Additional investigation did not 
conclude that Suspect mE... the shooter. On June 4, 2003, District Attorney John Breault 
of Inglewood Court rejected filing charges of 12021 P.C. and 246.3 P.C. against Suspect 
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
